ASK ROYAL COMMISSION 


Hannam Heads Delegation—Inter- 
national Action Seen Necessary 
to Prosperous Agriculture

OTTAWA, Ont.—Adoption of ‘‘the 
same attitude towards this crisis’ in 
food production and the adoption of 
“the same dynamic drive’ as_ that 
which characterized “‘production of ma- 
terials of war’’ during the _ recent 
conflict, was strongly urged upon the 
Dominion Government by the Cana- 
dian Federation of Agriculture in its 
annual presentation to the Cabinet 
here on March 28th. 


Proper and Realistic 


“Tf we are determined to make our 
full contribution as a large food- 
producing nation, then, is it not proper 
and realistic to do everything in our 
power to promote an all-out food 
production program?”’ the delegation 
asked. 

Headed by H. H. Hannam, Presi- 
dent of the ali iy the delegation 


included members of the Executive.. 


It was well received by Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King and his Ministers, and 
Mr. King promised to give the most 
“serious consideration” to its recom- 


_ mendations. 


Declaring that ‘‘Canadian farmers 
would gladly respond to this urgent 
call for maximum food production,” 
the Federation stated that ‘‘without 
a more adequate labor supply and an 
immediate improvement in economic 
returns, farmers will find it quite 
impossible to produce to capacity.” 


Call for Royal Commission 


In a special section on the farmer’s 
labor problems, the brief asked for 
the appointment of a Royal Commiss- 
sion ‘‘to survey this whole field and 
to make recommendations in the 
national interest.” 

The farm labor shortage, the brief 
set forth, is even more critical than 
in the war years, while farmers are 
faced with rising costs, the most 
serious being the rise in wages asked 
by farm labor. ‘Only bold action,” 
said the brief, ‘‘to meet the labor 
situation and to assure higher prices to 
offset the higher farm costs, will make 
it possible for producers to reach 
even the production figures of 1945, 
let alone provice increases in food so 
desperately needed. 

Ever-widening Breach 

“Farm people are seriously disturbed 
by the ever-widening breach between 
the relatively higher scale of wages 
and shorter hours of work being 
established in urban .industry, an

Grant Federation Request, 
Butter Ceiling up 4 cents 
Pork One to Four cents 


OTTAWA, Ont.—Effective April 
Ist, price ceilings on creamery butter 
were raised by four cents per pound, 
as asked for by the Canadian Ted- 
eration of Agriculture. On pork there 
is an increase from one to four cents, 
the Federal Government announces. 
At the same time, prices on lumber, 
steel, certain types of furniture and 
bedding, molasses, and pulp and paper, 
were permitted to rise. 


Six Million Tons Short 
of Minimum Needs 


Through June, states an official 
bulletin from UNRRA headquarters 
in Washington, wheat consuming coun- 
tries in Europe must import to meet 
minimum needs more than 18,000,000 
tons of wheat. while only 12,000,000 
tons are in sight.

OTTAWA, April 3rd.—The under- 
standings that have been reached 
between the Dominion Minister of 
Agriculture and the British Minister of 
Food and that are now being put into 
form of agreements for the signatures 
of the two governments have cleared 
the air for the Canadian farmer on 
matters of the export of some major 
staple products of the country.

INCOME TAX 


Now that it is. necessary for Farmers to file Income 
Tax Returns, it is apparent that a simple method of keeping 
a record of farm production will have to be adopted. 

In the January 4th issue of The Western Farm Leader 
there appeared an illustrated article explaining how best 
this could be done as far as the products you send to the 


Dairy Pool are concerned. 


Briefly it was this: Keep the 
stub which you detach from each 
statement of goods sold. Transfer 
the total of goods sold on stub No. 
1 to Stub No. 2 and then the total 
from No. 2 to No. 3, and so on, 
and at the end of each year there 
should appear on the last stub the 


total: of your year’s shipments of 
each particular product. 


This will save you a lot of 
unnecessary work and worry, and 
then you will have the figures 
readily available for your Income 
Tax Returns.

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Co-operative Union Meets Government 


Six Main Points in Submission re Royal Commission Report 


That the experience of co-operatives 
“clearly indicates the absolute neces- 
sity for permitting them to accumulate 
reasonable reserves’? was set forth in 
a submission made last week by a 
delegation which appeared before Hon. 
J. L. Dlsley, Minister of Finance, at 
Ottawa, in behalf of the Co-operative 
Union of Canada. The submission 
dealt briefly with certain of the 
Recommendations of the Royal Com- 
mission on Taxation and Co-operatives, 
“in an effort to offer practical sugges- 
tions relative to the Recommend- 
ations.”’ 


Six Points Are Set Forth 


The Union set forth what they 
consider to be the ‘‘main character- 
istics of an enterprise the surplus of 
which should not be taxable.” It 
proposed “that the surplus of any 
association or organization conducting 
any business or enterprise for its 
members shall not be liable to taxation 
under the Income War Tax Act or the 
Excess Profits Tax Act if: 

(1) It is controlled exclusively on 
the basis that no member shall have 
more than one vote; and 

(2) The net surplus arising from 
member business after payment of 
expense and setting aside of depreci- 
ation and necessary reserves is allocated 
among its members in proportion to

the business done by each with the 
association or organization, pursuant 
to a prospect held out in its act of 
incorporation, bylaws or contract. with 


its members. . If an -association or 
organization desires to place in reserve 
a sum in excess of that which the 
Minister deems necessary, the settin 
aside of such additional reserve shal 
not disqualify such association or 
organization from exemption from tax, 
but such reserves shall be subject to 
tax in its hands. : 

(3) The surplus so allocated is 
paid to the njémbers in cash or in such 
other form’ as the association or 
organization may by bylaw determine, 
provided that tlhe amount so allocated 
shall be reported when required by 
the Minister, and, if income of the 
member, shall be taxable in his hands 
in the year in which it is allocated; and 

(4) It pays not more than a moderate 
rate of interest on share capital of the 
association; and 

(5): Not more than one-third of its 
business in any year is done with non- 
members. 

(6) Notwithstanding the foregoing 
any association or organization shall 
pay income tax on that portion of its 
net surplus arising from non-member 
business which it does not distribute 
to non-members.”’ 


Surpluses of Member Associations 


The Union proposed that ‘‘the 
surplus of any association or organiz- 
ation directly or indirectly owned or 
controlled by one or more of the said 
associations or organizations shall not 
be liable to taxation under the said 
act, provided it conducts its business 
or enterprise in the manner set forth. 
Nor shall any patronage dividend 
distributed to it by its member 
associations or organizations be liable 
to be taxed in their hands if the 
member associations or organizations in 
turn allocate the dividend so received 
to the members on a patronage basis.”’ 

That true co-operatives, because of 
their social significance, should not be 
taxed, was strongly emphasized. 


Higher Price Won't 
Check Hog Decline 
This Year, Says Allen 


Increased hog production is the 
most vital factor in the farm economy 
of Alberta at the present time, is the 
opinion of Hugh W. Allen, president 
Alberta Livestock Co-operative Lim- 
ited, given in a press statement early 
this week. 

“The increase in the price of hogs, 
recently announced from Ottawa, to 
go into effect April lst, has been long 
overdue,” states Mr. Allen. It will 
not, he continues, check the decline 
in production this year, and no visible 
effects will be shown for about a year. 
The decline started almost two years 
ago; weather conditions, incidence of 
income tax, and the lack of a consistent 
policy of encouragement ‘from govern- 
ing bodies have all been factors. 


Prairies Received Least Encouragement 


The increase in price will be appre- 
ciated by the producer, continues 
Mr. Allen, but the Prairie Provinces 
(from which practically all increases 
in pork exports must come) are receiv- 
ing the least encouragement from the 
Federal Government. Some of the 
Eastern Provinces, he points out, give 
special assistance to their producers, 
in the way of special bonuses; and a 
similar: course could be justified in 
West, particularly in Alberta, 
because Alberta has greater poten- 
tialities for increased production than 
ony other Province.

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Mr. Allen, second only to wheat for 
several years; the packing industry 
has a huge investment in the Province 
and could now process an even greater 
volume of hogs than in 1943 and 1944. 

A “golden opportunity’’ will be 
passed up, in Mr. Allen’s opinion, if 
governments and farm bodies fail to 
make the situation clear to producers, 
and to emphasize the importance of 
immediate action. 


Mr. Allen forsees that within a 
few years grain deliveries will again 


be on a quota basis, and Alberta 
farmers will be forced to turn to 
livestock. In many areas, hog pro- 


duction . offers the only outlet for 
diversified farm production at prices 
capable of meeting competition on 


«.werld markets, and unless those mar- 


kets are protected now by a sufficient 
volume, they will not be available 
to us in the future, ‘when we may 
be in desperate need of them.”

FAMINE AND FATNESS 

“ Nothing can be done, with all the ingenuity 
of science, to avert the starvation and death, which 
face 60,000,000 people in the next six months— 
three times more deaths in six months than the 
total killed in six years of total war.’”’—Report 
presented to the recent international conference 
of scientists in London, England, by Dr. H. L.

| A LIBERAL’S PROTEST 

During the debates in the House of Commons on 
the subject of espionage, the Government has faced 
criticism from almost every part of the House of 
Commons, not of its decision to take necessary 
action, but of the manner in which the investigation 
has been conducted. So good a friend of the Gov- 
ernment, of the Prime Minister and of the Minister 
of Justice as the Hon. C. G. Power, protested against 
the abrogation, by order-in-council passed after 
the war’s end, of rights which have been enjoyed for 
centuries under Magna Carta. A dangerous pre- 
cedent has been set, he contended. 

Said Mr. Power in part: “TI admit freely that in 
the popular mind the Government is doing abso- 
lutely the right thing. I do not controvert that 
or deny it for a moment. I only regret it. I feel 
that fifty years ago when we were closer to the 
great struggles which had taken place for human 
liberty or freedom, it would have been more difficult 
for a Government to proceed as this Government has 
proceeded in this case. .. . I cannot wish to turn 
back the pages of history seven hundred years and 
repeal Magna Carta. I cannot by my silence 
appear to approve even tacitly what I believe to 
have been a great mistake on the part of the Gov- 
ernment, If this is to be the funeral of liberalism, 
I do not desire to be even an honorary pallbearer 
at the funeral, and I do not wish by not taking part 
in this debate to give silent approval to the pro- 
cedure which has taken | place.”

In this hour of transition, India is stricken with 
famine. The recent war against Japan has been a 
factor in the creation of this particular crisis; but 
India’s teeming millions live, even in ‘normal’ 
times, on the verge of starvation. 


The new Government of India, when it emerges, — 


will be confronted with this problem. It will find, 
in other words, that India faces the necessity for 
vast changes, and that these changes are funda- 
mentally economic. 

This fact has been somewhat obscured in the past 
by the spokesmen of the Congress. It will become 
glaringly apparent in years to come. 


INDIAN FARM PROBLEM 

The inadequacy of India’s powers of production 
of food supplies to keep pace with the increase in 
population is the subject of a. brief article printed 
elsewhere in this. issue. 

The significance of the figures which are there 
given is underlined by an article in a recent issue of 
The New English Weekly, a publication which is in 
sympathy with Indian aspirations for self-rule, but 
declares that the forces that stand in the way of 
India’s prosperity and true freedom today “derive 


primarily from the anti-social character of the © 


religious system which still exercises sway over the 
majority of Indians, and secondarily from the im- 
placable hostility of the two great cultures between 
which the peninsula is divided.” 


COWS TREAD SCANTY HARVESTS 

“However appealing some may find to be the 
Hindu’s respect for animal life in anv form,” states 
The New English Weekly, ‘‘a country whose ever- 
multiplying population exists upon the margin of 
subsistence, vast numbers of whom perish in recur- 
rent famines, cannot. hope for much improvement 
while it allows the all too sacred and all too ubiqui- 
tous cow to tread the scanty harvests of its villagers 
into the earth without let or hindrance.” 

Quoting an article from ‘‘the sympathetic pen of 
Mr. Eric Linklater,’’ the periodical proceeds: “India 
is an agricultural land and its poverty can only be 
reduced by increasing the yield of the soil and the 
produce of its herbs; and religion bars the way to 
such improvement.

eae in 1947 and probably in 1948”, 
t was agreed to continue discussions 
for the extension of the present con- 
tract for 1947. The British will take 
all the hog casings which Canada can 
rar for some time to come. There 
will be further discussions on offals and 
tongues which will be required. 

The present contract for cheese 
which expires on March 31, 1947, is 
extended by agreement to March 31, 
1948, the same annual export of 125,- 
000,000 lbs. to be continued. The 
same price applies, that is 20 cents per 
lb. FOB factory shipping point to which 
is added the premium of the Ontari6é 
and Quebec governments of 2 cents ; er 
lb. for 94 score cheese and 1 cent for 
93 score. Similar premiums are paid 
by the Dominion. It has also been 
agreed that the contract will be ex- 
tended to cover the year ending March 
31, 1949, but the prices are to be ar- 
ranged between United Kingdom and 
Canadian representatives before Jan- 


vary, 1947. 

he British will sign agreement to 
buy a minimum of 600,000 cases per 
annum of evaporated milk for the two 
years sonny arch 31, 1947 and 1948 
at present basic prices and will also 
buy 3,000 tons of the 1946 production 
of roller dried skim milk powder. The 
evaporated milk price is $4.81 per case 
(48 rie gees tins to case), and price 
for dried milk biog is 114 cents per 
lb., Ist grade, basis FOB Montreal. 


Ship Dried Eggs in Summer 


The United Kingdom wants in- 
creased shipments of shell eggs during 
the months October to April inclusive 
and particularly during October, Nov- 
ember and December. Because of the 
difficulty of handling shell eggs in the 
summer months Canada is asked to 
cease shipments of shell eggs by May 
Ist each year, diverting the surplus to 
the production of frozen melange, and 
(or) sugar dried eggs. The agreement 
extends the current contract which 
expires at the end of 1946 to cover 
1,750,000 cases of shell eggs and 5,000 
tons of dried eggs in 1947 at current 
basic prices for shell eggs. The United 
Kingdom will give in the autumn of 
1946 an indication of its requirements 
of shell and dried or frozen eggs for 
1948. The price for shell eggs is 38 
cents FOB Montreal and 354 cents 
for dried at drying plants. 

As seeding season approaches there 
is indication that there is ample seed 
for all, with the exception of red clover. 
There is serious shortage in this seed 
from the light crop in Eastern Canada 
last year. There is reported a fair 
carryover from good crop of the single 
cut variety in Alberta. The general 
supply is about 80 per cent of normal 
needs. 

A erge scale export trade in oats, 
wheat, barley and other grain seeds 
has developed with the United King- 
dom, Belgium and UNRRA (destined 
for Yugoslavia, Austria, Greece and 
Czechoslovakia) with 15,000 bushels of 
fibre flax for France. Requests for 
flax seed have come from Belgium, 
Holland and Argentina. 


Protein Feeds Short 


Complaints are received from all 
parts of Canada of shortage in protein 
iceds. The pilchard fish meal output 
is stated to be 8,000 tons short of last 
year, and meat scrap and tankage 
supplies are lower because of lighter 
livestock slaughterings and_ the 
diversion of supplies from feed to food. 
The estimated:demand for fertilizer is 
about 10 per cent above last spring, 
with some shortage in potash. An 
attempt is being made to get a few 
thousand tons from Russia. During 
the war British Columbia greatly ex- 
panded its production of various seeds. 
Orders from Britain and UNRRA 
have taken up the bulk of the surplus 
produced in this Province. 


Although this is frequently men- 


tioned the urgency of the situation - 


warrants the repetition that one way 
of helping the general food situation 
is for as many people as possible to 
cultivate. market gardens this year.

Herd Improvement Through Cow Testing 
By R. P. DIXON, 


Supervisor of Dairy Cattle Improvement, 
Alberta Department of Agriculture

NOTE.—We are greatly indebted to Mr. McCallum, our Alberta 
Dairy Commissioner, for the article by a well-known and capable member 
of his staff, Mr. R. P. Dixon, which he has placed at our disposal and 
which we publish below. The subject is of major importance to every 
dairy farmer. By carrying out the suggestions here made, producers 
can greatly increase the financial results of their labors. 


PRESIDENT. 
Bis « dairyman is interested in the improvement of 


his dairy herd, and is continually practicing a selec- 

tion based on type and production. Just how suc- 
cessful this selection will be is dependent on his knowledge 
and appreciation of type, together with a true valuation of 
the production. Most dairy farmers are aware of the 
differences in the production of individual cows, but do not 
realize how important is this latter factor, nor how much 


individual: production varies. 
What Records Show 


If we take a look at the results 
of the dairy survey conducted in 
the Province during the past few 
years, the importance of high pro- 
duction per cow at once becomes 
apparent. 

Feed and labor costs comprised 
about 80 per cent of the cost of 
milk production on churning cream 
farms in Alberta during the years 
1939 and 1940. The Alberta 
dairyman must therefore direct 
his efforts towards lowering feed 
and labor costs if he is to reduce 
the costs of milk production. 

The results of the survey indicate 
that livestock efficiency is one of the 
most important factors, and that 
although feed costs increased with 
production per cow, farms with high 
producing cows had the highest labor 
earnings. On the 26 market milk 
farms where the production per cow 
was less than 270 lbs. of butterfat, 
the average labor earnings were 
$1,908, but on the 31 farms where 
butterfat exceeded 270 lbs., the labor 
earnings amounted to $2,724. or an 
inerease of approximately 43 per 
cent. 

Cull Out Low Producers 

Increased production per cow 


-can only be achieved by strict 


attention to feeding and breedin 
practices, and the culling out o 
low producers. All too often, 
feeding and breeding are carried 
on without sufficient information 
or planning. Dairy cows vary 
widely in their producing ability, 
one animal producing three times 
as much milk and butterfat as 
another, on one-third to one-half 
more feed. One cow will make 
money, the other lose it. To 


records and cow testing must be 
conducted. 

Had High Average Production 

During the year 1945, eighty- 
nine herd owners tested 1,178 cows 
under the Provincial Cow Testing 
Service. Of this number, 789 cows 
either completed a lactation period 
or an eight-month milking period.

HOSE members of the Southern Alberta Dairy Pool 

who followed in The Western Farm Leader the reports 

and resolutions passed at the last Annual. Meeting of 
the Southern Alberta Dairy Pool, will be very gratified to notice 
that the Southern Alberta Dairy Pool and the other Dairy 
Units who are affiliated with the Alberta Federation of Agri- 
culture and the Canadian Federation of Agriculture, have had 
the satisfaction of getting early results. 


Mainly Due to C.F.A. Representations 


The five cent increase in butterfat 
prices (which is the practical equivalent 
of the four cents increase in the ceiling 
price of creamery butter) now in 
effect is due, mainly, to the repre- 
sentations made at Ottawa on behalf 
of the cream producers by the officers 
of the Canadian Federation of Agri- 
culture. It is somewhat late in the 
day that the Federal Government has 
taken this action. The results will 
not be evident in the immediate future, 
but it is to be hoped that the increased 
price will encourage a greater produc- 
tion of butterfat during the current 
year. 

Many heifers that would have been 
in production this year have gone to 
the block as butcher’s stock, mainly 
because the farmers had no assurance 
that the cream prices would be adjusted 
to meet the increased cost of produc- 
tion. Had the producers known that 
there was a probability of the price 
situation being corrected earlier, these 
animals would have been fed through- 
out the winter.

Rushing to Tremendous Crisis as 
Food Production Races Popu- 
lation with Little Hope 


In a recent issue of National News 
Letter of London, England, edited by 
Commander Stephen King-Hall, oc- 
curs the following note on India: 


630 An Hour—Such is the approxi- 
mate rate at which the population of 
India is increasing. The present con- 
sumption and production of food 

rains is about 60,000,000 tons a year, 

his figure should be increased by 
10 per cent, or, say, 7-1/2 million tons, 
if the Indian masses are to be ade- 
quately nourished. Within the next 
ten years, the already undernourished 
population of 400,000,000 will reach 
450,000,000. Therefore the food in- 
crease required is 15 million tons of 
cereals for the year 1955. It requires 
great optimism to imagine that this 
will be possible.

the lower scale of wages and returns 
and the long hours on the farm. A 
continuation of this trend will cause 
scrious unbalance and unrest. It is 
our considered opinion that a balanced 
economy and unity and harmony 
between major groups in the nation 
will not be possible unless we have 
more co-ordination of policies gov- 
erning the returns of farmer, industry 
and labor.” 

Establishment of the Canadian 
Wheat Board as the sole institution 
for the marketing of all Canadian 
cereal crops; aggressive leadership by 
the Canadian Govefnment in working 
out an international wheat agreement, 
with practical measures designed to 
maintain a reasonable level of wheat 
prices in international trade, were 
called for by the Federation. 

Butter Price Increase 

Specific request was made for an 
increase in the floor price for butter 
of 4 cents per lb. was made, while 
higher returns for all dairy products 
were asked for. 

Federal legislation to’ supplement 
Provincial marketing acts was urged; 
and halting of the practice of condi- 
tional sales of flour with feeds, was 
asked. Under this practice farmers 
have been compelled to buy unneces- 
sary supplies of flour in order to obtain 
their needed millfeeds. 

Ask Income Tax Reforms 

Removal of inequities still existing 
in the income tax act was called for, 
the necessity for the averaging of the 
farmers’ income over a period of years 
being stressed. The brief asked recog~- 
nition of breeding stock as a capital 
asset, some allowance for labor of 
farmers’ wives, sons and daughters, 
in connection with farm production; 
and also the establishment of a simple 
and inexpensive means for income tax 
payers to appeal decisions of income tax 
officials. 

Establishment of a Board of Live- 
stock Commissioners was sought as 
part of a broad national livestock 
policy—with complete grading sys- 
tems for all livestock and products, 
and with greater consideration to 
overseas facilities in marketing, handl- 
ing and storing Canadian products. 

"rhe delegation asked that standard 
time be made uniform throughout 
Canada for the present season; urged 
the adoption of a national policy of 
soil conservation which would extend 
the privileges and benefits of the 
Prairie Farm Rehabilitation Act to

Farm Home & Garden 


Because of the terrible need of 
foods in many parts of the world, 
Canadians are asked particularly 
at this time to keep down con- 
sumption of cereals and fats. One 
way of cutting down on cereals is 
to use more potatoes and root 
vegetables: and we give below a 
few recipes that should help mak- 
ing these long-stored vegetables 
as palatable as possible. 


Norwegian Potato Cakes: Boil 
potatoes in their jackets; peel, mash, 
and salt; add as much flour as you 
can work in; roll out into very thin 
cakes; prick, and bake on a _ hot 
griddle. 


Potato Dumplings: To 2 quarts 
ground raw potatoes, add 1 tsp. salt, 
1/4 wd each thyme and pepper, and 
enough flour so that balls can be 
formed. Drop into boiling stew, cover 
closely, and boil about 30 minutes.

Made Sacrifice During War Years 

Furthermore, many farm young 
people who have been in the harness 
during World War Two, in their noble 
effort to meet production demands, 
under constant pressure of a desire 
to serve their country and_ fighting 
personnel, have sacrificed all leisure 
time and have overworked themselves 
almost to the breaking point. Many 
ef this group of farmers have decided 
that life is too short for anyone to be 
a slave of the soil, and working from 
nine to five, as many urban folks do, 
indeed seems a life of leisure. This 
same group contains many farmers 
who are leaving the farms to take on 
some other business enterprise in the 
towns and cities. 

In addition to this a large percentage 
of our farm young or joined our 
active forces against Hitler and passed 
through a period of wide experience 
in many lands, unknown to those of 
us who have always lived on farms.

All charges are included in 
the prices, and slight differentials are shown by periods and zones. The 
periods are January 1 to March 31, April 1 to August 31, and September 1 
to December 31.

In Arca (2) prices are three cents lower in cach case than in Area (1) 
from April 1 to August 31, and two cents lower from September 1 to the 
end of the year. 


More specific descriptions of these portions are as 
follows: 

The gizzard must have contents and lining removed. 

Wings must be removed at the socket joint and 
must include all wing meat. 

Legs must be removed at the hip joint and include 
the complete thigh, thigh meat and oyster but not the 
ilium or ischium bones. 

The breast is the section made after removing wings 
and legs by cutting along the outside of the oyster 
socket ilium and through the ribs where they connect 
with the spine. ts 

The back is what remains after wings, legs and 
breast have been removed. Fhe back includes the neck.

. REMOVAL OF VEGETABLE SUBSIDIES” 


The per ton subsidies formerly paid by the Agricultural Food Board during 
1945 on tomatoes, peas, corn, and green and waxed beans for processing, 
will net be paid on the 1946 crop. Nor will the per dozen subsidy, formerly 
payable by Commodity Prices dcabilization Corporation Limited, be paid 
on any of the above-mentioned products invoiced and shipped after the 
following dates, regardless of pack years: peas, May 31; green and waxed 
beans Jame 30; tomatocs and tomato juice (largely 31 gals.), August 31. 
instead, it is expected there will be increases in canners’ maximum ceiling 
ptices to substantially compensate for the reduction in subsidies on the 
1946 crop. 


JAM SUBSIDY REMOVED 


On and after March 1, subsidy payments to manufacturers on sales of jams 
and jellies will be discontinued, and adjustments in ceiling prices equivalent 
will be allowed. This means the maximum retail price will be raised by 
appeoximanety 4 cents on the standard 2 pound (24 fluid ounce) jars but 
adjustments will vary according to variety, grade and size of container. 


EDIBLE BEEF TALLOW 
The general tight supply situation on lard and shortening has stimulated 
consumer purchases of beef tallow. According to zone, consumer purchase 
prices of from 16 to 18 cents are effective as of March 1. 


RATION NEWS 


Ration Book No. 6 is being prepared for distribution to Canadians in the 
Fall. This is necessary owing to the critical world food shortage, and bee 
cause meat and sugar ration coupons in the 1945 book will be used up by 
that time. As in the past, pF, te will be in the hands of the Local 
Ration Boards. . 

The pink sugar ration coupons numbered 46 to 70 and meat coupons MY 
to 8 are cancelled as of March 31. As in March there will be three 
sugar-preserves coupons valid in April (see note).

Vouchers must be obtained 
because it is illegal to send loose coupons through the 
mail when buying inaple products. Until May 31, 80

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The Wheat Situation

The initial Wheat Board payment 
during the 1946-47 crop year will be 
$1.25 a bushel basis 1 northern at the 
terminal. This announcement was 
made by Hon. J. A. MacKinnon, 
Minister of Trade and Commerce. 
Price of oats will also be the same, but 
flax has becn raised to $3.25 a bushel 
basis 1 C.W. at the terminal; the 
advance equalization payment on malt- 
ing barley will be 20 cents as at pres- 
ent, and on other barley will be 15 
cents. 

There has been some talk of an 
increase in the price of export wheat 
above the $1.55 a bushel level fixed 
last fall-and a definite statement may 
be expected in the House of Commons 
shortly. A concession has also been 
made to farmers who have wheat in 
store but are not delivering same for 
income tax reasons. They can deliver 
this wheat up to June 30, 1946, accept 
a receipt, and cash the receipt at any 
time they choose up until 1948, inclu- 
sive. But the price they receive will 
be the prevailing one for 1945-46. 


Argument re Wheat Acreage 


There is some argument at Ottawa 
over what acreage should be seeded 
to wheat this year. The recommended 
acreage is 23.4 million, but seedings 
will likely surpass that. Each farmer 
is at perfect liberty to seed whatever 
acreage he chooses. 

Information from the United States 
winter wheat belt suggests another 
big crop is in prospect there, as condi- 
tions appear to be very good. And as 
far as the Canadian prairies are con- 
cerned the moisture situation is fairly 
satisfactory and substantially better 
than last year. 

European crop conditions are being 
watched very carefully. Last year’s 
crop on that continent was one of the 
poorest in years. good crop is 
needed in the worst way.

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A.F.A. NOTE 


By JAMES R. McFALL, Secretary 

Our members will be interested in 
the news published*elsewhere in this 
issue that the Executive of the Cana- 
dian Federation of Agriculture met 
with the Dominion Cabinet last week. 
They presented the views and recom- 
mendations as were expressed by farm 
people at Provincial conventions across 

anada and were finally consolidated 
at the annual meeting of the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture at London 
in January. Thus, organized agri- 
culture in Canada speaks for the farm 
people. 

Equity and Security in Farm Prices 
was the key note of this presentation. 
Governments of the hungry countries, 
in co-operation with our Dominion 
Government, will do well to remember 
these words in their campaign for 
greater food production. 

There are very few farmers in 
Western Canada who are not planning 
on full production for 1946 to help 
meet world food shortages. If the 
farmer is assured that a few extra 
hogs, or a few extra bushels of wheat 
will not force his returns to below the 
cost of production, he will enter into 
the spirit of this fight for more food 
with greater enthusiasm. 

Present contracts entered into with 
Great Britain would indicate that this 
Sag ye of stability is being recognized 

y the governments concerned. 

Another feature of the presentation 
to the Cabinet was that of Income 
Tax. Adjustments asked by the 
Federation included: 

(a) That the income of a farmer, 
for income tax purposes be assessed 
on the basis of a five-year moving 
average. 

(b) That breeding herds be recog- 
nized as a capital asset. 

(c) That the exemption for single 
persons be raised to $1,000.00 and 
that of married persons to $2,000.00. 

(d) That farmers be not required to 
accept the responsibility of collecting 
Income Tax from their hired help. 

The granting of these adjustments 
will require every farmer to keep farm 
records and to file an Income Tax 
statement. However, this will not be 
a hardship when he realizes that the 
good years will be balanced against 
the lean crop years. (Next issue: 
Spreading og Frevious Wheat Sales 
for Income Tax Purposes.’’)

2. lf wages paid to hired man plus 
value of ean are clearly less than 
$55.00 per month no deduction is 
necessary. In view of responsibility 
of employer for making deductions 
under the Income War Tax Act, 
however, you would be well advised 
to discuss this matter. with the In- 
spector of Income Tax in your Dis- 
trict, particularly as to the allowance 
for board. 


3. No exemption from Income Tax 
is given by reason of race or nationa- 
ality with respect to farm labor de- 
ductions.

As a consequence he is slowly form- 
ing a barricade against the great 
cas that have broken many of his 

ind, and have even threatened to all 


but destroy his entire industry. He 
has come to the conclusion that 
standing alone he is helpless. He has 


therefore formed an organization de- 
signed explicitly to speak for him, and 
to demand his rights’ before the 
Canadian Government, and organized 
institutions of industries other than 
agriculture. This strictly farm organ- 
ization is named the ‘Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture’’. 

Yes, Canadian Agriculture is no 
longer simply a means of existence for 
those less fortunate individuals who 
are unable to do better by themselves. 
It has become a recognized industry of a 
highly scientific nature that is no long- 
er to be bounced about by other, one 
time better organized industries. 

So to you Alberta _farmers,. and 
especially to you Farm Young People, 
I say this, don’t blame others for 
actions that may be detrimental to 
your industry, but combat them 
through your local farm organization, 
a sponsor of the Alberta Federation of 
Agriculture.

do I offer it as a request, but merely 
as a suggestion, made by one who is 
nothing more and nothing less than 
a farmer himself. 
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Used 275 Million Bus. 
Wheat During War 
for Alcohol, Etc. 


While there is no problem at this 
time of finding uses for surplus wheat, 
investigation is being continued into 
possible new uses for wheat, with a 
view to possible periods of surpluses 
in the future, said Cecil Lamont, 
president North-West Line Elevators 
Association, on his return recently 
from the annual conference of the 
National Farm Chemurgie Council in 
St. Louis, Mo. During the war, U.S. 
officials stated, 275,000,000 bushels of 
wheat were used for conversion into 
alcohol, rubber and explosives, thus 
helping to win the war and increase 
prices of wheat to farmers. 

Research in the U.S. is being con- 
ducted into making fibres from chicken 
feathers, into utilising farm wastes 
such as straw and corncobs; buck- 
wheat is being grown for production 
of a drug for treatment of high blood 
pressure. 

In Canada, research is directed to 
the processing of fruits and vegetables, 
the manufacture of cigarette and bond 
papers from flax straw, the extraction 
of oils from soya beans, rape) and 
sunflowers, the development of new 
strains of soya beans suitable for the 
Canadian climate, and the growin 
of Russian dandelions and witeael 
in Canada for extraction of natural 
rubber.
